A person who owns, or keeps a dog more than four months old shall an- 
nually on or before April 1 cause it to be licensed and shall pay $4.00 for 
each neutered male or spayed female dog, $6.00 for each male dog and 
$8.00 for each female dog. If the license fee for any dog is not paid by April 
1, fifty percent penalty is added. 

Before a person shall be entitled to obtain a license for a spayed female 
or neutered male dog, he shall exhibit to the clerk a certificate signed by a 
duly licensed veterinarian showing that the female or male has been steriliz- 
ed. 

Before obtaining a license for a dog four months of age or older, a person 
shall deliver to the town clerk a certificate or certified copy thereof signed 
by a duly licensed veterinarian, stating that the dog has within 27 months 
been vaccinated against rabies with a vaccine aproved by the Department of 
Agriculture. The town clerk shall keep the certificates or copies thereof on 
file.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS AND 
ADMINISTRATION TO RUTLAND TOWN CITIZENS 

The proposed budget for the year July 1, 1980 to June 30, 1981 is in the se- 
cond year of preparation under the recently mandated Vermont School Ac- 
counting Manual. It is now possible to compare line items from the previous 
year. The budget increase of $101,605 is a 7.2% increase, well below the 
13% inflation rate for 1980. The School Board is also pleased with the fact 
that it returned $115,000 to the town last year. This return accounted for the 
decrease in the school tax rate last year of 23c. Below is the accounting of 
the $115,000.

After a small fire in one of the gym blowers last year, the building was com- 
pletely inspected by the Town Fire Department and the Vermont Fire Mar- 
shall's Office. Every recommendation that was made was immediately cor- 
rected. We thank them for their conscientious efforts and appreciate their 
quick response. 

The annual pre-school census in last year's town report listed the ex- 
pected kindergarten enrollment at eleven (11) for 1979-1980. Our actual 
kindergarten enrollment this year is fifty-two (52). The pre-school census is 
misleading because of the mobility taking place in the town. 

We feel fortunate to have one of the strongest Special Education Pro- 
grams in the state. On the district level, Mr. Robert DiFerdinando, last year’s 
Essential Early Educator, has taken over a new position as Special Educa- 
tion Coordinator. Our new Essential Early Educator is Joan Korteweg. Olga 
Robinson, Speech Pathologist, and Peg Harvey, our Speech Para- 
professional, provide three days of speech service. Sharon Cook, Our new 
Special Educator and her Special Education Para-professionals, Donna 
Brileya and Beverly Rhodes, are providing a great deal of reading and math 
held in grades one through eight. Barbara Tracy, our Title I teacher, is now 
teaching full time and is another strong part of our Special Education team. 
We have made great strides in Special Education thanks to a hard-working, 
conscientious team that is helping many children with special problems. It 
should be noted that state and federal funds pay 75% of special education 
salaries, (including aides) 
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We feel our first year of changing from a Junior High School to a Middle 
School philosophy was very successful. Our discipline improved greatly. 
There were many opportunities provided for individual instruction and flexi- 
ble rearrangement of schedules, space, materials and people were made to 
meet the needs of children. Along with our basic curriculum, we were able 
to combine the talents of the teachers and the interests of the students to 
permit each child to participate in a stimulating curriculum that will en- 
hance their personal development. 

Upon leaving Rutland Town School, our students attend various local 
high schools. We follow their progress and are very pleased with their 
academic standings and involvement in extra curricular activities. 

In 1979, the School Board accepted the resignations of three outstanding 
teachers; Mrs. Sheila Bizzarro, Mrs. Barbara Flinn and Mr. Carl Marrariello. 
We would like to thank them for their hard work, dedication and combined 
service of over thirty years. They have been replaced by Mrs. Patsy MacHar- 
dy, Mr. Michael Kinsler and Ms. Sharon Cook. 

The School Board wishes to show its appreciation to our dedicated staff 
and administration. We feel they have created a stimulating, positive at- 
mosphere for the children of Rutland Town. The smooth, competent opera- 
tion of our facility is enhanced by the feeling of cooperation between the 
School Board, Administration and the entire staff. We also appreciate the 
efforts of our para-professionals, custodians, kitchen help and office staff. 
All of these people have contributed to make Rutland Town one of the most 
outstanding school systems in the state. 

Our concern continues over the overcrowding in certain areas of the 
building. Art is still being taught in the lower lobby and the cafeteria is being 
used 80% of the time for physical education. State and Federal law requires 
that all students in grades 7 and 8 participate in Home Economics and In- 
dustrial Arts. This has put an even greater strain on an overcrowded area. 

The building is now 12 years old and demands more attention each year. 
We feel the building presently is in excellent condition, but we are asking 
you to be aware of the problem of repairs and escalating costs. 

We presently have a three year contract with the teachers which expires 
in June of 1981. Negotiations fora new contract will begin in the fall of 1980.

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RECREATION COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 

The year 1979 was one of much progress as well as a year of disappoint- 
ment for recreation in Rutland Town. The Northwood Park swimming pool 
was not opened during the summer as had originally been planned. The Pro- 
ject was bid in February for the second time and again came in higher than 
anticipated. The Commission met with the low bidders, and in April after 
long negotiation, was able to sign contracts with Paddock Pools of Albany, 
New York for the pool and The Sabotka Company of Rutland for one half of 
the Bathhouse. Work was started on the pool and the Bathhouse in late spr- 
ing. 

In July, more State and Federal matching money became available. In 
September, the Town voted to use Revenue Sharing Funds to match this 
money. With this additional money, the rest of the Bathhouse, more site 
work and paving could be finished. The Project at this time is 95% done 
with the completion of the work scheduled for the spring. The pool will be 
open on June 15, 1980. 

The Summer Programs were expanded to take care of the increased par- 
ticipation by the youth of the Town. The Little League and Mighty Mite Pro- 
grams were expanded to five teams each. A new Mighty Mite field was con- 
structed at Northwood Park with the help of the U.S. Army Reserve. A new 
Babe Ruth ballfield is being built on the School property at Northwood Park. 

The summer Playground Programs at Dewey Field and the School, under 
Supervisor JoAnn Joyce, were well-attended throughout the summer. We 
urge all Town Residents to use the Recreation facilities available to them. 
The Recreation Commission believes that the Northwood Park Pool Project 
will be the best in the State. 

The Recreation Commission meets the last Wednesday of each month at 
7:00 P.M. at the Town Hall from April through September and at the Elemen- 
tary School from October through March.

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RUTLAND REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 
REPORT FOR 1979 

The Rutland Regional Planning Commission (RRPC) is a public planning 
and development agency, most of whose membership and direction comes 
from the local governments of Rutland County. During Fiscal Year 1980 our 
membership is 24 local governments, including your community, plus five 
groups: The Killington-Pico Area Association, the Rutland Region Chamber 
of Commerce, the Rutland Industrial Development Corporation, the Rutland 
Mental Health Service, and the Rutland County Health Council. Your 
Regional Commissioner, who sits on our governing board is Mr. Ned 
Hemenway. 

During the past year, RRPC has done the following things in an effort to 
make the Rutland Region a better place to Live: 

The RRPC, in cooperation with the Rutland Region Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Rutland Industrial Development Corporation, has started a 
five-year economic development strategy for the region. The program is in- 
tended to establish strong links among the three major development 
organizations and the town development groups in the Rutland region in 
order to expand the area’s existing development programs in a coordinated 
manner. Emphasis is placed on providing (1) more assistance to existing in- 
dustries, (2) better management for current projects, and (3) expanded pro- 
motional efforts. 

The RRPC obtained a grant to study the feasibility of a "resource recovery 
facility” which would turn solid waste from participating towns into recycl- 
ed materials and steam to be used by industry. A Joint Municipal Survey 
Committee has at the same time been studying the establishment of a 
"Rutland County Solid Waste District" which could run the facility. Forma- 
tion of the District will be voted on in March. 

The Rutland Regional Profile was published in October 1979. It provides 
data on the region’s economy, transportation, services, and communities to 
assist in local and regional economic development efforts. 

The RRPC continues to do planning for "the bus" and other energy saving 
forms of transportation. Although “the bus" serves only four communities 
now, surveys were taken during 1979 to see whether a demand exists for 
service to other communities. A ridesharing program was also conducted 
which matched people going the same way at about the same time. 

The RRPC is currently doing regional planning in the fields of industrial 
and commercial development, public investments, transportation, solid 
waste, and energy. 

The RRPC provides assistance, on request, to member communities for 
such items as town plans, flood plain zoning, management, capital improve- 
ment programming, maps and aerial photos, grant applications, solid waste, 
industrial & commercial development, and historic preservation. 
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During 1979 the RRPC sponsored or co-sponsored training sessions for 
local officials, on the following subjects: on-site sewage treatment (for 
Town Health Officers), property mapping (for Listers), 1980 Census review

The RRPC conducted Preliminary Energy Audits of public buildings in the 
Region to determine energy consumption patterns. The information is being 
used to rank buildings for funding under federal energy conservation pro- 
grams.

Annual Report to the Citizens of Rutland Town 

The established mission of the State Health Department is to protect and 
promote the health of all Vermonters. In working towards this goal, the Ver- 
mont Department of Health has provided directly, or assured the provision 
of, preventive health services to communities across the state. During 1979, 
the following services were received by the residents of Rutland Town: 

552 elementary school children were examined by a dental hygienist and 
received personal oral hygiene instruction twice during the school year. 

1 person received services through the Maternal and Child Health Pro- 
gram. 

2 comprehensive health assessments including preventive health 
guidance were provided at Well Child Conferences. 

37 persons received nutrition education and food supplements through 
the Special Supplemental Food Program for Women, Infants! and 
Children (WIC). 

3 children underwent medical evaluation and treatment through the Early 
Periodic Screening, Diagnosis, and Treatment Program (EPSDT). 

15 women were examined for cervical and breast cancer through the Cer- 
vical Cancer Screening Program. 

Through the Handicapped Children Program, diagnosis and treatment 
services for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, and other conditions were pro- 
vided to 8 children. 

37 immunizations were given in Health Department Clinics. 

7 persons received chest X-rays for early detection of lung disease 
through the Barre, Rutland, or other Health Department chest clinics. 

The following services were provided by the Health Department 
Laboratory in Burlington: 

3 blood tests to identify women needing immunization against ger- 
man measles (rubella) to prevent birth defects, 

12 other diagnostic blood test, 

8 bacteriological and viral cultures, 

1 1 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor drink- 
ing water quality. 

The Occupational Health Division conducted asbestos inspections at 
Rutland Town Elementary School. 

Statewide, 247 emergency medical technicians were trained, 344 were 
recertified and 61 received advanced training; 188, 323 doses of vaccine 
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were supplied to private physicians, school nurses, and other health pro- 
viders; 17 hospitals and 46 nursing homes were inspected and licensed; 
1 ,880 restaurants were inspected; 4,432 venereal disease office visits and/or 
treatments were paid for and 745 contacts were traced; material to test 
48,770 persons for tuberculosis was distributed to private physicians, 
public clinics, and schools; 21 X-ray machines were inspected; treatment for 
20,144 children was approved and paid for in total or in part by the Tooth 
Fairy and Denticaid programs; and, in conjunction with Planned Paren- 
thood, 13,380 persons received contraceptive counselling and service. 

Technical assistance was provided through the office of Local Health Ser- 
vices to your Town Health Officer, J. Barry Burke. 

Your Town Clerk, Richard J. Del Bianco, received support and instruction 
in the handling of vital records from the division of Public Health Statistics. 

Although no Rutland Town residents participated, the following Health 
Department programs are also available to your community: 

The Flouride Rinse Program 
The Child Development Clinic

It has been a busy, interesting year for Rutland Town. From its beginning 
in March with the expanded 5-member Board to its end with Sewer, In- 
dustrial Park, loss of Town Meeting, Subdivision Regulations and Zoning 
matters in various stages of resolution, your Selectmen have been quite ac- 
tive. 

"Land Use” has, without question taken the vast majority of Board time 
and efforts. In the midst of proposed Industrial, Commercial, and Residen- 
tial development, the Selectmen have adopted a comprehensive Town Plan, 
the National Building Code, while moving rapidly to completion of the Sub- 
division Regulations and laying the groundwork for a complete Zoning Or- 
dinance. Municipal land has been used wisely also. Examples include the 
fine job the Recreation Commission is doing on its project at The Barker 
Site and the concurrent operation of the Landfill and Salt Shed to the rear of 
that property. Of course, some proposed Land Uses have failed to 
materialize. We believe these latter examples do not represent the best in- 
terests of the taxpayers and should continue to be discouraged. 

Aside from land use, your Selectmen have successfully negotiated and In- 
dustrial Sewer Contract with the City; worked on the approvals for funding a 
new Sewer System and taken steps to overhaul the manner in which you 
may most conveniently and most comfortably dispose of solid wastes. 
These and many other “Land Use” and Administrative subjects are still pen- 
ding and will be resolved in the near future. 

There are some 'new faces' in Town. Jean Canney Anderson is the new 
Assistant Town Clerk - Town Secretary. We welcome her with the same best 
regards extended to her predecessor, Carol Swan. You may also have notic- 
ed the Friendly and Grossman's on South Main Street and the new Diesel 
Fire Engine Pumper Truck now garaged at the McKinley Avenue Station. 
And, don’t forget Jim Holmes and Russ Melocik! 

It looks as though 1980 could be every bit the challenge of 1979. Work will 
continue on obtaining the approvals and funding for a sewer system, 
balanced Industrial/Commercial/Residential growth, careful development of 
Town Planning, Subdivision and Zoning concepts and sensible considera- 
tion of the administrative/legislative matters brought before the Board. 

Land use will continue near the top of the list of priorities with the conti- 
nuing growth we have seen and are seeing within the Town of Rutland. Your 
imput in these matters is important and specifically requested. Please feel 
free to attend our meetings, write to us at Town Hall or telephone your com- 
ments and suggestions.
